cannot be found

43 acres of land way out on Con- 
necticut-ave, where a large staff of 
scientists is cnarged \viut uie job uf 
developing, constructing and main- 
taining reference and working stand- 
ards used in science, engineerirg, 
industry and commerce. 


The Fathers gave congress the 


right to "fix the standard of weig'its 
and measures" and today these scien- 
tists are measuring a one-millionth 
of an inch and determining ho-.v 
much a five-inch steel bar bends 
when you press _your fingers against 
the ends. 


WHAT IT HAS DONE 


The Bureau of Standards, amons 


other important things, has devel-

which

chromium^—the hardest known meta:, 
doubled the life of printing plates 
used by the government, discovered

Turning to an excited soldier, he 
added "If you harm a hair of her 
head I will shoot you down like a 
dog." 


The accuracy of the story has been 


questioned by students of history. 
It has been said that the confeder- 
ate troops never passed by the door 
of the Frietchie home and that dur- 
ing the period of the occupancy of 
the town Barbara was bedridden. 


To substantiate the assertion of 


her feebleness some point to the fact 


that she died the following Decem- 
ber. 


Family 
descendants, 
however, 


stoutly deny that she was ill at the 
time, claiming that the cold that re- 
sulted in her death was contracted 
several weeks after the troops left 
Frederick. 


They point to the diaries of con- 


federate soldiers to prove that troops 
did pass by the door and "an old 
lady waved a union flag." 


The Frietchie home stands on the 


site of the original house, destroyed 
by a flood in 1868. The home, open- 
ed May 30, 1927, is a reproduction 
of the original, containing much of 
the furniture and household property 
of Barbara Frietchie. 


Since the homes was opened it has 


been visited by 60,000 persona, many 
of whom went from the home to the 
grave m Mt. Olive cemetery, where 
Whittier's poem appears on a tablet 
on her tombstone. 


Whether the flag was* waved from 


the attic-window or the front door 
step after all is of little importance, 
say the folk of Frederick town. 


Anyway, they add, It took more 


courage to wave the flag from the 
front door in the very faces of the 
confederate soldiers than from the 
attic-window 
20 feet 
above their 


heads.

Port Au Prince, Haiti—OW—The 


old Haitian idea that honorable ca- 
reers could be found only In "white 
collar" professions is waning. 
Not 


only are those professions overcrowd- 
ed, but the industrial and agricul- 
tural school 
system 
fostered by 


American administrators is bringing 
new ideals to Haitians. 


This is especially 
true when the 


youths realize that by skilful use of 
their hands in the shop or on the 
farm they can earn more than by 
competing with 
myriad others as 


lawyers, doctors, writers or govern- 
ment clerks. 


The development 
of a practical 


school system for the island republic 
is to be the outstanding factor of 
the next two years in the American 
program for rehabilitation 
of the 


country. Peace and order, sanitation 
and public works have all been em- 


but today the 
stressed above 


all others. 


While the treaty of Sept. 16, 1915, 


was silent on American supervision 
or control of education, it did contain 
a provision for assistance in the de- 
velopment of Haitian resources. 
So 


when eight years later, the "Service 
Technique," corresponding to a de- 
partment of Agriculture, was organ- 
ized, full recognition 
was given to 


the fact that a system of industrial 
schools in the cities and of agricul- 
tural schools 
in the rural sections 


would constitute an important part 
of the development of Haiti's agricul- 
tural possibilities. 


With an extraordinary 
credit of 


$705,000 available for this system and 
a budget of $236,133 . for 1929, Dr. 
George E. Freeman, director of the 
Service Technique, has laid out a 
comprehensive program. Back of it 
lies the aim that before the expira- 
tion of the treaty in 1936 each gradu- 
ate of the public schools will step in- 
to the world as tile ma»ter of trade. 


The extra 
credit 
provides for 


twelve industrial schools in Port Au 
Prince, two for girls with a capacity 
of 1,000 and ten for boys with a capa- 
city of 5,000. In addition the coffee 
port of St. Marc will join the ranks 
of Haitian cities that already boast 
industrial schools. 


The credit will also make possible 


25 new rural schools. 
Sixty euch 


schools already exist with 110 teach- 
ers, seven supervisor* and 5,253 pu- 


pils who have an average attendance 
of 74 per cent. 


The 
existing 
eight 
industrial 


schools have enrolled 
1979 pupils 


with an average attendance of 86 per 
cent. Night schools have 1056 pupils 
and an average attendance of 77 per 
cent. Tailoring, carpentry, electrical 
installation, automobile 
mechanics 


and repairing are the favorite trades 
in these institutions. 


In the rural farm schools the pu- 


pils learn planting and canalization 
in the school gardens. They also are 
taught to fashion furniture, mats, 
belts and cravats, tinware, trunks, 
baskets, pottery, hais ana toys. All 
this in addition to practical farming.

in the past had 


been financed by bond issues. Bonds, 
like the bustle and the long skirt, are 
out of fashion "When, too, many In- 
•\estors with a firm belief in the in- 
trinsic value of real estate as an 
investment had a hesitancy in buy- 
ing bonds which were not regularly 
listed on a recognized exchange and 
which were not actively traded in. 
They felt that if at any time they 
had a sudden necessity of realizing 
on such investments, the active mar- 
ket would permit them to do so. 


MITCH INTEREST 


The reason for the widespread in- 


terest in this new market is self 
evident. The modern building oper- 
ation, that is the erection 
of sky 


scrapers for any purfidPP, involves 
expenditure of large suma. The bor- 
rowing of such sums from banks is 
not possible in some cases. Banking

some mineral salts. A smaller grape- 
fruit will give 75 calories. The cof- 
fee, if taken without cream or sugar, 
as it should be on a reducing diet, 
provides little or nothing except the 
stimulation of its caffeine 
content, 


about 1% grains to each, cup. 


One egg provides 75 calories: it Is 


rich in vitamin A and B and contains 
considerable D. 
The six slices of 


cucumber give 10 calories, some min- 
eral salts, some vitamin B and C. 
The Melba toast, representing some 
very dry bread, will provide, depend- 
ing on its size and weight, anywhere 
from 10 to 100 calories. The tomato 
is rich in vitamins A and B and C as 
is also the lettuce. The latter aids 
by the provision of enough roughage 
for the bowels to have something 
to work upon. 


MEAT IS VALUABLE 


A half of a small head of lettuce 


provides 30 calories and the tomato 
outside of its vitamin and mineral 
salt content fs mostly flavoring mat- 
ter and water. The small piece of 
meat with the fat removed means 
about 150 to 200 calories. The radish- 
es are helpful for spice and variety. 


Here obviously is a diet which pro- 


vides well under 1000 calories per 
day. Most of us eat ordinarly around 
3000 calories. On such a diet with 
the average amount of work one is 
bound to lose weight, perhaps too 
rapidly. The best authorities insist 
that any loss over two pounds per 
week for the average person is not 
healthful.

Wipe Out Bandit Trio

Mexico City —OP)— Violent deaths 


marked the passing of the three 
alleged leader of the brutal tram 
attack n-ar Guadalajara April 20, 
1927, the worst such attack in Mex- 
ican history and which led to Uie 
redoubling of armed guards accom- 
panying all trains. 


All three men charged with re- 


sponsibility for that affair, in which 
approximately 100 men, women and 
children met death, were killed short 
ly after the second anniversary t,r 
the outrage, and bullets of ven- 
geance brought each down. Two fell 
before firing squads, while the ..hir'3 
was assassinated by one of his own 
followers. 


The three men were the priests 


"ega and Ansieo Fedioza., and a •.•an- 
il named Victoriano Ramirez, com- 
monly known as "El Catorce" or 
'The Fourteen." 


Vega and Pedroza were priests In 
alisco prior to the outbreak of tho 
religioi^s trouble in Mexico in 132C. 
They were said to have become 
eaders of bands ; the rebellious 
vho took the field under the ban- 
ner of religion. Representatives of 
he Roman Catholic church have al 
vays denied this leadership. 


On the night of April 20 the pas- 


senger train between Guadalajara 
and Mex'^o City was attacked by 
more than 100 men, who poured a 
withering and steady Uream of bul- 
ets into the cars which rendi.-ed 
mpotent the train's guard of soi- 
liery, and killed or wounded most cf 
the passengers and crew. 


"hen the bandits closed in, pour- 


ed kerosene on the train, and -ired 
t, cremating the dead and wounded 
->gether. Only a handful of persons 
escaped. 
Because -f the holocaust 


t n--ver was determined how many 
died, but the number was placed at 
more than 100 of whom upwards of 
20 were women and children. 


The survivors alleged that Ve,?i, 


?edroza and "El Catorce" were lead 
ers of the attackers and that t^f 
priests actually directed operations. 


The three men were often heard 


from In the next two years, and 
were named almost weekly by the 
government as leaders of attacks 
on towns and ranches* in Jalisco. 
Vega and Pedroza were reported 
dllecl - . zen times, usually at the 
hands of a federal firing squad, but 
ater reports proved these inaccur- 
ate.

There is within the church an ex- 


treme Protestant wing. There 
is 


also with the church a set of laymen 
and priests who desire services that 
go very far towards the holy rites 
of the Roman Catholic church. 
PREPARED NEW PRAYER BOOK 


In the endeavor to bring about 


peace, the bishops prepared a new 
prayer book to replace permissively 
the existing prayer book which was 
drawn up in 16C2. 


In other words, it this proposal 


had been adopted the ultra-Protest- 
ants could still have stuck to the old 
prayer books, while the other ex- 
treme wingr could have permissively 
used the new prayer book. 


But as the church is a state 


church assent had to be received 
from Parliament. Now Parliament, 
and especially the House of Com- 
mons, had seen some fierce debates 
over matters of interior and foreign 
policy, but nothing in recent years 
has equalled the i-tensity and fervor 
and the passion with which- this new 
prayer book proposal was debated. 


It showed that the British are still 


a deeply religious people and tre- 
mendously 
concerned about 
the 


forms of worship. All party lines 
"were smashed into smithereens and 
twice the House of Commons reject- 
ed the new prayer book. 


BISHOPS DEFY PARLIAMENT 
That Would have seemed to set- 


tle the matter, but a few days ago 
the bishops met in convocation and 
decided that since there "is a spirit- 
ual necessity/' to quote the Arch- 
bishop of York, "to go beyond the 
legal limits," they -would, against the 
will of the state expressed in Parlia- 
ment, sanction the use of the new 
prayer book in those parishes that 
desired it. 
* 


This has already started a new and 


embittered controversy. 
There are 


bishops who claim that under canon 
law and regulations dating back to 
Henry VIII, the' church has 
full 


power to take the action. it did. 
There are other bishops -who claim 
the matter of canon law does not 
enter at all but that the final deci- 
sion rests with Parliament, which 
has twice spoken in the negative. 


The powerful Sunday Times says

"Can the Church of England de- 


liberately ignore and override the 
twice declared will of parliament and 
i-emairi an established .state, church? 
In our opinion it .cannot. In our 
opinion there can be only one out- 
come of persistence in the bishops' 
present policy, and that is disestab- 
lishment." 


PARLIAMENT AROUSED 


And Holford Knight, labor M. P. 


for South Nottingham arid a former 
member of the church's London dio- 
cesan conference, has put down this 
question for the prime minister: 


"Whether, in the interest of pub- 


lic order and good government, influ- 


ence will be exerted on their lord- 
ships (the blshoT)p> to set ati example 
to the nation of obedience to the law 
and respect for the sanctity of con- 
trol?" 


All these things are 
strengthen- 


ing the hands of those who desire to 
disestablish the Church of England. 
Even a serious mcve in this direc- 


tion in Parliament would set the 
entire nation rocking.
